There  are  new  archeological  sites  that 
have  been  uncovered,  new  parts  of  Jewish  history 
which  come  to  light  before  your  eyes.  This  year, 
for  example,  you  can  visit  the  City  of  King  David 
and  see  his  Jerusalem  right  before  your  eyes  some 
3000  years  after  it  was  built.  The  old  comes  back 
to  life. 

And  then  the  new,  for  every  year  you  will  see 
new  immigrants  and  the  new  buildings  in  which 
they  are  housed.  The  new  schools,  the  new 
synagogues  and  the  new  hospitals  and  factories 
which  all  attest  to  the  vitality  of  Israeli  life.

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Additional  Nowakowsky 
Manuscripts  Discovered  and 
i  Presented  To  Cantor 

(  A  large  treasure  trove  of  manuscripts  written 
by  the  Russian  Jewish  composer,  David 
Nowakowsky  (1849-1921)  has  been  discovered  by 
his  great-grandson,  Edward  Halperin.  Mr. 
Halperin  found  the  music  while  going  through 
the  belongings  of  his  late  mother,  Jean  Halperin, 
who  had  told  Cantor  Lefkowitz  8  years  ago  that 
she  had  a  “wedding  march  and  some  other  music 
somewhere”  composed  by  her  grandfather,  David 
Nowakowsky.  The  collection  contains  heretofore 
unknown  secular  works  of  the  composer,  whose 
entire  work  was  entrusted  to  our  Cantor  by  the 
composer’s  four  grandchildren  in  1983. 

Cantor  Lefkowitz  went  to  Philadelphia  last 
month  to  receive  the  manuscripts.  Initial  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  contents  reveals  some  startling  finds. 
One  such  find  is  the  Zionist  poem  by  Imberman, 
Hatikvah,  written  in  1878,  meticulously  handwrit¬ 
ten  by  Nowakowsky  and  containing  all  of  the 
original  nine  stanzas  in  both  Hebrew  and  Rus¬ 
sian.  Next  to  the  text  is  an  original  musical  set¬ 
ting  with  theme  and  variations,  which  predates 
the  adoption  of  the  folklike  melody  that  later  was 
to  become  synonymous  with  the  first  verse  of  the 
poem.  This  composition  was  apparently  written 
at  the  time  the  First  Zionist  Congress  adopted  the 
poem  in  1897,  or  may  have  been  written  even 
earlier.  Nowakowsky  was  one  of  the  group  of  ar- 
ent  Zionists  living  in  Russia. 

Also  included  in  the  newly  discovered  collec¬ 
tion  are  secular  instrumental  chamber  works, 
Russian  songs  and  choral  works  including  an  an¬ 
them  to  the  Czar,  textbooks  by  the  composer  on 
music  theory  and  harmony  in  German  and  Yid¬ 
dish,  as  well  as  a  complete  volume  of  music  for 
weddings.
